The remains of ex-Govemor Bigger 
lie in the old Broadway cemetery and 
the following personal recollections 
him will interest: 


GBEBNSBUBO, Ind. Sept. 20. 


MB. C. F . MUHLBB. 
Dear Sir:—I received yours of the 9th 
inst. in which you say that yon intend 
to make an effort to get the legislature to 
make an appropriation to put up a mon 
ument at Governor Bigger's grave. Af- 
ter the election I will see the represen 
tatives of this county and try and get 
them to assist you. The wife of Profes- 
sor Campbell, of Crawfordsville college, 
is a relative of Mr. Bigger, and I will 
get him to see the representatives of his 
county. 
Governor Bigger was the fifth 
governor and Governor Whitcomb was 
the sixth. 
Governor Hendricks was the 
first. 
Governor Whitcomb was buried 
in the old cemetery at Indianapolis. The 
citizens of Indianapolis want to move 
him to Crown Hill cemetery. They have 
also said that they would like to move 
Governor Bigger to the same place, 
believe a bill may be gotten through the 
legislature for the removal of Whitcomb 
and a monument for both. Bigger to re- 
remain where he is. 
It has been some 
thirty-eight yeara since Governor Bigger 
died. 
My sister left Fort Wayne two 
years after his death. 
My recollection 
is that she said she put a marble slab on 
the grave and his name on it. 
You will 
please inform me if it was done 
We 
have a fine cemetery here—thirty-two 
acres laid off by landscape gardeners. 
My son, who was Colonel of the 7th regi- 
ment of this state in the rebellion, died 
nine years ago. 
I put up a monument 
for him eighteen feet high. It cost $900. 


thought if your city did not take some 
care of the grave I would move the re- 
mains here. 
I have room on my lot, 
and the people hero would be pleased to 
have it done, but I am satisfied with 
what yon say about the matter and hope 
that you will succeed. A bill will pass the 
legislature quicker for both than for one. 
I am ninety-one years old to-day. Can't 
write as well as I could sixty years ago. 
My health is good. 
I can walk two or 
three miles at once and not tire me very 
much.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Sir John 
Fergu 
son, the under foreign secretary, an

The New United States Navy. 


Secretary Whitney has calletl on American 
shipbuilders for plans f(jr tbe two j^reat 
ai-mored vessels, of the Riachuelo oi- Admiral 
Nachimoff tyix;, and has invited hitls for fur- 
nishing nearly O.OOO tons of steel fort^ings for 
guns and heavy armor plates. 


The most striking evidence of the purposes 
of the department to nuike a great a<lvance, 
with all practicable speed, in the oHcnsive 
and defensive strength of the navy, is this 
call upon the steel manufacturers. 
The 
heaviest steel gun yet constructed for the 
navy is an S-inch gun, and only a few months 
ago its completion and satisfactory test were 
made the subject of congratulation. 
Now, 
we find that out of l,8lu tons of steel forgings 
asked for, no fewer than 912 tons are intended 
for 10-inch and 12-inch calibers. 
The manu- 
factui-e of a modern high-powered, breech- 
loading, all-steel gun of this latter caliber in 
the United States will be a memorable event. 


In the armor plates requiretl there is the 
same evidence that a great stride forward is 
to be taken. 
They include i)lates twelve 
inches and seventeen inches thick. 
This is 
armor of the kind used in the powerful modern 
vessels of the nations most forward in naval 
construction. The Riachuelo. which was con- 
sidered at her completion a mo<iel combina- 
tion of armor, armament, and s])eed in a ves- 
sel of (i,000 tons, has armor plates ten and 
eleven inches thick, carries O-inch breech- 
loading rifles, and steams fifteen knots. 
The 
armored cruiser and armored battle ship of 
tbe same displacement, for which designs are 
now invited by Seci'etary "Whitney, are evi- 
dently expected to have armor twelve inches 
thick, and to carry 10-inch, steel breech-load- 
ers, while their speeil must be at least sixteen 
knots. 


It is quite evident, also, that the five un- 
armored ve.ssels now to be built will be much 
better in many respects than if they had been 
hurriedly contracted for a year ago. 
One of 
them is expressly to duplicate Japan's wonder, 
the Naniwa-Kan, while another is intended 
to equal the fast Spanish cruiser now under 
construction by J . & G. Thompson, of Clyde- 
Lank, England.

Wants Facts From all Sources on the 
Farthquake—Future of the 
Canadian 


Pacific Railway—New Armored Ships. 


A beatiful experiment showing how sound 
may be converted into motion is described by 
Mr. O'Conor Sloano in The Scientific Ameri- 
can. 
The exijeriment shows literally draw 
ings made by sound 
In the illustration, the 
star is formeii by simply drawing a well res- 
ined violin bow across the edge of a squtire 
of glass that has some grains of dry sand 
upon it 
Anybody can do it for himself. Mr, 
Sloane saj's: A square, six or eight inches on 
a side, is cut from any piece of window glass. 
The sides are smoothed off with a file, 
coarse whetstone, or on a grindstone. A little 
dry sand, a spool, and a violoncello 1K)W, 
with 
resin, is all that is required for work. 
The 
glass plate is placed upon the end of the up- 
right sjx)ol, and a little sand is dusted over i t 
The thumb of the left hand Is pressed down 
upon the jilate, and the bow, held vertically, 
is drawn down against the edge of the plate 
iti the middle of one side. 
After one or two 
trials, the note will be found, and the sand 
will begin to dance about. 
After a few 
seconds, it will collect upon the nodes. 


SOTNID DRAWING. 


The sand is thrown off the viV^ratmg parts 
and rests upon the quiescent place.s. 
As soon 
as the permanent figure is attained it will be 
found to form a cross, whose arms, tapering 
to points, run to the four comers of the 
plate. 
This proves that from each corner to 
the center a long node is foi-med. 


By nieiiis of a little sealing wax or Bur- 
gundy ifitch the gkuss 2nay be cemented to the 
spool. 
A way of sounding is sliown by the 
cut, by which the upper surface is left quite 
free. 


COMPLICATED PATTERN. 


If the plate is touched at the center of one 
of its sides with the finger, and the bowing is 
executed on any side at a point as near the 
comer as possible, another cross will be pro- 
duced, whose arms will mn to the center of 
the sides, instead of the comers. 
To execute 
the experiments different nodes must be es- 
tablished bj' touchmg different points with 
one or more fingers and bowing in different 
places. 
Heavy plate glass, ten inches on a 
side, may be thrown into vibration with 
ease, showing how wonderfully efficient a 
contrivance a violin bow is. 


If the plate is strewn with a mixture of 
sand and lycopodium, and is sounded, a sep- 
aration, more or less perfect, of the two 
takes place, the sand going to the nodes and 
the lycoi>odium into curves or venters. 


For complicated forms a metal plate should 
be used in preference to glass. 
A piece of 
sheet brass, of the size given for glass, an- 
swers all requirements. 
In Fig. 2 a represen- 
tation of a figure produced ou sucii a plate, 
with sand and lycopodium mixed, is shown. 
The plate should be from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth of an inch thick, and secured to its 
standard by a screw through the center. 
The 
vibrations in such a plate last for a few sec- 
onds after the bow is removed, keeping the 
sand dancing most curiously, while the lyco- 
podium will form little clouds of dust when 
the vibration is powerful. 


liest Way of Drying Fruit. 


The cheapest and best way of drying fruit, 
says an exchange, is to laj- it on lengths at 
cheese cloch, suspended in a frame out of 
dooi-s, in full sun, with white mosquito net- 
ting over to keep off shreds and insects. 
This 
allows the air to reach both sides of the fruit 
at once, and when you want to turn it the 
whole can be swung over on another cloth, 
leaving the fii-st ready for a new batch. 
Apples should be pared, coretl and cut in 
eight pieces. 
Peaches should not be pared, 
for the richest flavor is lost with the skin 
They should have the fur removefl by dipping 
baskets of them a moment into weak, boiling 
lye of wood {ishes or connnon potash and 
wipping 
with 
eoai-se 
towels. 
Common 
peaches only need to be cut in halves to dry. 
We had poaches dried in this way last winter, 
which, when cooked, woiild be hard to tell 
from the l)est canned peaches in looks, with 
richer flavor. 


Now Is tlie Time to Take Stock.

Haven, England, the chief interest centered 
in torpedo warfai*©. 


EXPLODING A SUBMAUIXE MIXE, 
A novelty in harbor deieiuse i.s sliown in 
the illustration. 
The oilicer is standing in a 
bomb-proof shelter on shoru watching the 
movements of a hostile ileot in the harbor 
through a toluscope. 
This telescope is so ad- 
justed that on moving it to follow the course 
of the vassel a metallic pencil is moved over a 
plate of glass in a line corresponding with the 
path of the vessel. 
As the vessel approaches 
a submarine mine it is shown on the glass by 
the pencil moving towai'd a series of metallic 
buttons inserted in the glass and correspond- 
ing with the location of the difiei -^nf njines in 
the harbor. 
When the vessel is luiinediately 
over a mine the pencil and a hntton come in 
contact and the mine is exploded. 
The re- 
cent trials of tills system proved tliat as it 
performed the work automatically there was 
no danger of a premature or faulty explosion 
through Ihe uervouauess of the operator. 


A SHIPBUILDING 
R E V I V A L . 


T h e Unprecedented Demand For Vessels 
on the Great L.akes. 


There is at present a revival in ship build- 
ing going on on the borders of the great lakes 
which is as unprecedented as it was unex- 
pected. It is caused by the increased de- 
mand for vessels by shippers. At all the 
great shipyards vessels are being launched as 
fast as they can be put together. One of the 
best informed shipbuilders on the lakes esti- 
mates that this year's output from the ship 
yards on the lakes will be at least $¡3,500,000.

She is built of ii'on and steel through- 
out and will be used as a freight boat be- 
tween Buffalo and Chicago, her carrying 
capacity being 2,800 tons.

MarshaU P. Wilder Rose. 


Our artist has hero sketched one of the new 
roses, the Marshall P. Wilder. It is a beauty, 
and becoming very popular. It belongs to the 
family known as the Hybrid Perpetual This 
family of roses comes nearer being constant 
bloomers than any others that thrive in our 
northern climate. 
All are of some shade of 
red or pink. 
The Wilder rose is named from 
the famous horticulturist. It is an exquisite 
rose, being a seedling from the royal Gen. 
Jacqueminot, or "Jack," as it is now slangily 
called. 
The buds are rather conical in shape. 
The petals are very full and closely packed, 
and the flower is level-topped and of great 
fragrance. It is of a rich, lively crimscHi. 
color,with the outer petals of a duU, dark red. 


THE WILDER BOSE. 


Often there are as many as seven Wilder 
buds upon a single spray 
A rare quality 
about this rose is that it is never without buds 
and blossoms from June until fi-ost. It is also 
very hardy, and a splendidly vigorous grower. 


Peach Tree Box. 


This simple little device is said to prevent 
the depredations of the peach borer. 
It has 
Btood the test of several years' trial. It is 
simply a box of four pieces of plank, about 
fifteen inches long, 
of wood that will 
not easily decay. I t 
is made around the 
tree and sunk an 
inch or two into the 
ground. 
Thus the 
moth, from which 
the borer is pro- 
duceil, Ls unable to 
pass under. The 
sides of the box 
should not be more 
than two or three inches wider than the 
trunk of the tree. As the trees grow, the 
boxes can be replaced by larger ones. The 
spider, that is almost sure to spin its web at 
the top of the box, provides ample protection 
where the box is small. 


Straw or Hay Hook. 


A convenient hook for pulling straw or hay 
out of a stack, for distribution among sheep 
or cattle, is here shown. It consists of a stout 
pole pointed at one end; a slit is cut through 
it and a hook is pivoted a.s shown in the en- 
graving, so that it will 1x5 pushed back when

It is thrust into the stack, and drawn forward 
when it i.s pulled out. A strong cord helps to 
strengthen the hook. When the hook is pulled 
out of the stai'k, it brings a quantity of straw 
or hay witli it.

WASHINGTON CRMS. 


THE 
CURIOUS CHARACTERS WHO 
SWARM ABOUT THE CAPITAL. 


White House Cranks—The Crank Book 
Bnyer^The Knig;ht of Airy Castle—The 
Man Who Pads—How Cranks Are Dis- 
posed of, £to. 


rspeclal Correspondence.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Washington is 
the mecca of the cranks of the United States. 
They come from all quarters of the CJnion, 
and a day rarely passes that one or more of 
them are not under arrest. The police de* 
partment of the capital has a sanitary officer 
who does little else than attend to this class, 
and it is a light day indeed when two or 
three semi-crazy men are not brought before 
him. President Cleveland's marriage brought 
a munber of cranks to Washington, and 
every new event seems to turn out a new 
class. When Garfield died the cranks were 
more numerous here than they have^)een at 
any time since then, and they seem to in- 
crease or diminish in proportion to the noto- 
riety which any of their number attain. 


TTie White House cranks are more numer- 
ous than those about congress or the CapitoL 
They come here on foot and on the cars, and 
some of them look as gentlemanly and talk as 
plausibly as many of our congressmen. One 
class is represented by the man who is carry- 
ing the Union flag from one end of the 
country to the other. 
He generally comes 
here dusty, ragged and foot-sore, and the 
chances are that he does not get to see the 
president at all. Last faU a man called at 
the White House to see Cleveland. He was a 
short, dark complexioned fellow, with rusty 
clothes, a light blue brocaded sUk scarf, and 
a general air of dinginess about him. He 
demanded to see the president and said that 
he wanted the command of the navy of the 
United States. 
Cleveland had been nomi- 
nated through his aid, and it was through the 
mathematical combination of his brain that 
he had been elected. 
He was very indignant 
when he was sent away and went off vowing 
vengeance. 


THE CRANK WHO OWNED THE WHITE HOIXSBL 
It is SfM-f^. Dinsmore who has charge of 
all such men at the White House, and it 
woulfl be a crazy man indeed who would 
assault Dinsinore. 
He is over six feet in 
height, ati(i is almost perfectly proportioned, 
with strong, well developed muscles and a 
blue eye wliich shows that he will not hesi- 
tate» to use them. Still Dinsmore never uses 
force wiien diplomacy will do jast as well, 
and it is oft^n curious how he gets rid of 
dangerous characters. Not long ago a man 
came here wlio really thought he owned the 
Whit(i House. 
He had walked from his 
home somewhere in Pennsylvania, and he 
came on the great portico of the president's 
mansion with his boots covered with dust. 
It wa.s seen at first glance that he was a 
ci-ank, and Sergt. Dinsmore told him that it 
would he inconvenient for the president to 
move just now, and he would oblige them 
greatly if he would go off and call again. 
Several niojiths after this the man came 
back and said he was sorry to disturb the 
president, but that he could wait no longer. 
He was out of money and he must have his 
jjroperty. 
Upon being told that it was im- 
possible to oblige him he went off threatening 
to bring the law to bear against the presi- 
dent, and started 
toward the attoniey 
general's office. 


THE PADDED CRANK. 


When Hayes was president a crank cam« 
to the White House who had gone crazy on 
religion. He called himself the Red Man of 
the Revelatioas, and told the doorkeeper that 
his business was making presidents, and that 
he would unmake President Hayes as he had 
made him. In Arthur's term a German came 
to the White House, and asked to see the 
president and Gen. Logan. He said he was 
the original Jonah who had been swallowed 
by the whale, and had a bill which he wanted 
congress to pass for his benefit. He was 
handed over to the police, but the doctors 
found him harmless, and he was sent home 
with the idea that his bill would be passed. 


Some years ago a crank came to the execu- 
tive mansion with a great bundle of manu- 
•cript under bis arm. He appeared to be all

be said that he had a new Bible to give to the 
American people and he wanted the presi- 
dent to introduce it 


Whenever cranks become noisy or danger- 
ous at the White House they are sent if pc»- 
sible to thé pólice station under some prie- 
t a 
And if they ask to see President Cleve- 
land for some cra^ purpose they are directed 
to a CKtain street and a certain number 
where they are told that it is possible the 
president will be by and by. A note is some- 
times given them to tíie pretended owner of 
the house. They go, present the note, and 
when they attempt to leave the room in which 
they are waiting for the pi<ésident they find

that the door is barred and they are im- 
prisoned. 
About a year ago a Texas crank 
presented himself as a silent candidate for the 
presidency. Said he: "My people told me I 
would be king if I stayed in a tub of cold 
water all night. I did so, and I heard the 
whisperings of inspiration. I expect that 
George Washington will soon appear and 
cover me with jewels. 
I want to pre- 
sent myself to the president as a silent 
candidate for the next term in the White 
House.'' He was, of course, not permitted to 
see the president and what became of him is 
not known. About the patent office you may 
often see the perpetual-motion crank and 
numbers of letters are gotten at the patent of- 
fice daily from people who claim to have suc- 
cessfully invent^ this. One of the examiners 
tells me that an old man and his son walked 
all the way from Tennessee not long ago to 
patent perijetual motion, but on being asked 
to furnish a working model, and being 
shown that their idea could not succeed", they 
went away in despair. There are cranks who 
want seats in the cabinet and there are 
numerous cranks who think they have the 
right to go into the treasury and use the gov- 
ernment money as they choose. Now and 
then a religious crank calls upon some of the 
society ladies in Washington, and not long 
ago one presented himself to a leading sen- 
ator's wife and she got rid of him by humor- 
ing his religious delusions. 


One of the mo.st noted cranks about Wash- 
ington was an old man named Finchover, 
who had a number of delusions and who used 
to come into the White House and congress 
and the various departments, and make his 
demands in a very noisy manner. He is in 
the asylum now near Washington, I think, 
and when I last saw him he was being car- 
ried out of the house of representatives by the 
sergeant-at-arms and yelling like a trooper. 


Tliere are a number of queer characters in 
Washington who can hai-dly be labeled 
cranks, yet who are so different from the aver- 
age run of humanity that they come very 
close to it. One of these is Dr. Mary Walker, 
who struts about 
Washington in men's 
clothes, wearing black broadcloth pantaloons, 
patent leather boots, a Prince Albert coat 
and a plug hat. She is a short-haired little 
woman of less than five feet, and her hands 
and feet are small. She has a weazened, 
drieil-up face, and she looks like a funny 
little dwarf as she struts about with a cane 
daintily held Ijetween her fingei-s. She likes 
to be seen, and wherever there is a respect- 
able free crowd you will find her in it. She 
calls upon the president, representatives and 
senators, and she does not object to office 
when she can get it. 


A queer woman about Washington is an 
old lady with a high bonnet and a doughy 
complexion. You see her often about the 
Capitol, and no one seems to knoAv much 
about her. I think she lives at the Louise 
Home for Old Ladies, and I undei-stand she 
has the bkxxl of the best familias of Virginia 
in her veins. 


The man who lives in a tree is fast acquir- 
ing a national reputation. 
He calls his home 
Airy Castle, and he has lived in it now, win- 
ter and summer, for several years. It con- 
sists of a tent-like house, built upon a pine 
platform fastened between two oak trees. 
The walls of the house are wood, but the roof 
is a tent of a ridged shape. The platform 
Is, I should judge, thiity-tive feet square, and 
it is fastened to the trees as high up from the 
ground as is the first story of a business 
building. He goes up to it on a ladder, and 
he has a wide platform outside on which he 
can come during hot evenings in summer 
and enjoy the aii\ He has the interior of 
his tent house comfortably furnished, and he 
heats it with an oil stove. 
With a table or 
two and chair and a good IhhI, and with 
pictures and photographs strung about the 
room, he has very comfortable bachelor quar- 
ters, and I thmks he likes the notoriety which 
his queer house gives him. He is a clei'k in 
the pension office at $1,800 a year. He is a 
one-armed man, dark whiskered, pleasant 
faced, and about 40 yeai's of age. 


One of the queerest men in Washington is 
a man who prides himself on his shape, and 
who pads himself out of all recognition. He 
is a tall, broad-shouldered fellow, with a face 
like that of a bully and with eyes that never 
appear to be looking at any one or anything. 
His broad shoulders are paddeil with many 
inches of cotton, so that his blue flamiel coat 
falls in at, the arms where the padding ends. 
He has very large cuffs, and these a re .so long 
that you cannot at times see his hands, which 
are very small and remarkably white. 
His 
feet are also small, and he wears boots with 
high French heels. 
His head is large, but on 
its top he has a little flat derby several sizes 
too small for him, and this he pulls down half 
over his eyes, making him look like a drunken 
sailor of the dude order. 
You always see 
him about the book auctions, and I find that 
he has one of the finest libraries in Washing- 
ton. He knows all about books and seems to 
have plenty of money! His family is, I un- 
derstand, rich, and he is given a big allow- 
ance annually to use as he pleases. 


These are but specimens of the many cranks 
in Washington. 
Any night, about the hotels, 
you 
may strike 
a 
long-haired man, 
and on the streets you wiU see daily short- 
haired women. Men with hobbies congi^- 
gate here, and there are always plenty of 
street preachers, 
infidels and men with 
striking ideas ready to harongue any crowd 
they can get together. 
At the Capitol the 
crank thrives and multiplies as the years go, 
and the man who stripped himself the othei 
day and stood naked in the rotunda at mid- 
day, pretending to think himself a statue, has 
had his counterparts in times past, though as 
yet no one's crankiness has taken just the 
•ame direction.
